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The  Medieval  Touch 


lies  the  head  that  wears  a 
crown,  Shakespeare  said  of  medieval 
monarchs.  but  no  despot  of  old  ever 
walked  in  more  fear  of  upset  than  do  the 
chieftains  of  the  Communist  heirarchy. 
Indeed  the  Soviet  system  breeds  the  same 
kind  of  unscrupulous  ambition  that 
characterized  the  darker  ages,  when  rulers 
purged  their  enemies  or  w^re  themselves 
liquidated  without  mercy.  The  guillotine 
has  not  yet  been  put  away  for  good. 

This  Is  reflected  anew  in  the  dismissal 
from  his  ministry  of  Lavrenti  Beria,  the 
once  dreaded  secret  police  chief  of  Russia, 
and  his  arraignment  as  a criminal  against 
the  Soviet  state.  Yesterday  a patriot, 
tomorrow  a traitor.  That  is  the  pattern 
of  Communist  philosophy  and  behavior, 
and  its  threat  must  haunt  every  figure 
who  rises  above  the  Russian  ruck. 

When  Stalin  died  it  was  axiomatic  that 
a struggle  for  power  would  develop  among 
his  heirs:  no  dictator  ever  left  any  other 
legacy.  Beria  was  high  among  those  cited 
to  grip  the  reins  and  in  the  quick  shift  that 
elevated  Malenkov  and  made  Beria  second 
in  party  prominence  It  seemed  that  he  had 


done  so.  Now  he  is  thrown  to  the  wolves. 
He  will  not  be  the  last.  Others,  perhaps 
even  including  Malenkov,  some  observer* 
think,  may  follow  him  in  sudden  disgrace. 
No  one  is  safe  in  a Soviet  purge. 

Since  Communists  are  all  of  a piece 
their  individual  fortunes  need  draw  no 
tears.  The  only  thing  of  concern  to  the 
west  is  the  effect  of  this  palace  revolution 
on  Russian  foreign  policy.  If,  as  is  thought, 
Beria's  downfall  means  the  transfer  of 
real  power  to  the  faction  headed  by  Molo- 
tov a reversal  of  the  recent  conciliatory 
moves  could Ibe  the  result.  Insofar  as  that 
goes  no  one  ever  knows  what  to  expect 
from  Moscow;  it  is  always  a case  of  wait 
and  see. 

What  is  made  evident  beyond  shadow, 
of  doubt  is  the  coldly  calculated  ruthless- 
ess  that  permeates  Communist  thought 
and  action.  No  hint  of  loyalty  or  humanity 
jwms  to  obtain  in  its  operations.  Men 
are  sacrificed  right  and  left  at  the  whim 
of  party  manipulation.  Life  itself  is 
deemed  a bagatelle.  This  will  always  be 
so  in  any  regime  where  rule  by  terror  and 

force  Is  the  cardinal  factor.

Parking  Space  Cheaters 


\ TTCTORIA'S  downtown  parking  situa- 
V tion  is  unlikely  to  show  much  im- 
provement unless  the  authorities  are 
willing  to  hear  down  harder  on  the  all-day 
parkers.  Curbside  space  is  supposed  to  be 
reserved  on  a on^-hour  limit  for  the  con- 
venience of  people  doing  business  in  shops 
and  offices,  but  motorists  who  have  a 
legitimate  claim  to  metered  space  are 
being  squeezed  out  by  others  who  grab  a 
space  first  thing  In  the  morning  and  hold 
onto  It  until  closing  time  by  the  Illegal 
expedient  of  putting  a nickel  in  the  meter 
every  hour,  or  having  someone  else  do  it 
for  them.  It  is  worth  noting  that  among 
these  habitual  offenders  are  some  of  the 
merchants  who  protest  loudest  that 
shortage  of  space  for  their  customers  is 
driving  trade  elsewhere. 

According  to  a survey  made  by  the 
city's  traffic  engineering  assistant,  Mr. 
Doble,  there  are  250  all-day  "regulars" 
who  cheat  the  rest  of  the  motorists  of  a 
dally  average  of  1,700  hours  of  curbside 
parking.  If  that  is  the  case  then  it  is 
time  to  make  the  practice  more  expensive 
than  the  routine  fine  of  $1  for  each 
offense  that  is  imposed  now,  regardless 


of  the  number  of  times  an  all-day  parker 
may  be  caught  in  a week  or  a month. 
From  what  the  survey  has  shown,  these 
motorists  regard  the  fines  as  a cheap 
price  to  pay  for  their  laziness  and  the 
convenience  of  parking  a few  steps  from 
where  they  work. 

Mr.  Doble  -recommends  the  introduc- 
tion of  a graduated  scale  of  fines,  increas- 
ing in  ratio  to  the  number  of  offenses  in 
a given  period.  This  seems  a practical  and 
fair  way  of  making  the  all-day  parkers  toe 
the  line,  without  being  unreasonable  to 
infrequent  offenders.  Effprts  in  other 
ways  to  discourage  day-long  parking  have 
not  done  much  good,  and  apparently  the 
only  solution  is  to  make  the  practice  hurt 
financially. 

Another  change  in  parking  fines  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  Doble  is  long  overdue.  At 
present  over-parking  costs  $1  in  a metered 
space,  but  $2.50  on  unmetered  streets 
where  the  demand  for  parking  space  is 
less  acute.  This  back-to-the-front  system 
does  not  make  sense  whatever  way  one 
looks  at  it.  Mr.  Doble  recommends  that 
the  fines  should  be  made  uniform,  which 
would  remove  a patent  anomaly. 


Helped  Victoria  Manfully 


ALTHOUGH  it  has  already  bepn  an- 
nounced that  when  federal  nomina- 
tions are  filed  on  July  27  Major-General 
G.  R.  Pearkes,  VC,  will  not  be  standing 
for  Victoria  but  for  the  newly  created 
Esquimalt-Saanich  federal  riding,  this  city 
should  not  let  the  opportunity  pass  of 
tendering  him  its  sincere  thanks  for  the 
multitude  of  voluntary  services  he  has 
rendered  to  it  and  to  the  Greater  Victoria 
region  as  a whole  at  Ottawa  in  the  absence 
of  a sitting  federal  menjber.  Without 
direct  representation  In  Parliament  since 
September,  1952,  when  Hon.  R.  L.  Mayhew 
left  to  become  Canadian  ambassador  to 
Japan,  Victoria  has  on  number*  of  occa- 
sion* turned  to  General  Pearkes  for  help 
In  placing  its  representations  before  the 
government  at  Ottawa. 

In  such  circumstances  probably  any 
member  of  Parliament  would  have  tried 
to  respond,  but  the  community's  debt  to 
General  Pearkes  rests  in  the  spirited 


nature  and  wholehearted  readiness  of  his 
assistance  on  innumerable  occasions.  While 
federal  member  for  Nanaimo,  which  in- 
cluded Saanich  then,  General  Pearkes 
made  time  over  and  above  his  duties  in 
his  own  constituency  to  do  this  community 
and  not  a few  of  its  municipal  neighbors 
many  a right  good  turn.  One  has  not 
heard  of  a single  call  on  his  assistance  in 
any  federal  matter  that  was  turned  down. 
Such  representations  were  notably  pro- 
ductive of  results  at. the  national  capital 
in  most  instances,  and  all  of  them  were 
quite  apart  from  General  Pearkes*  own 
obligations  in  Parliament. 

As  a result,  this  community  owes  a 
genuine  debt  of  gratitude  to  General 
Pearkes  for  his  public  spirited  attitude  and 
his  very  efficient  help  in  many  a matter 
of  public  concern.  Had  it  not  been  for 
him  Victoria  would  have  been  without  any 
voice  at  Ottawa  for  a period  now  extend- 
ing almost  to  a year.

This  is  not  as  It  should  be  In  a place 
where  the  men  work  three  shifts  a day  and 
would  certainly  enjoy  access  to  natural 
pleasure  raaorta. 

One  point  you  do  not  mention  is  that  a 
syndicate  will  buy  a few  acres  on  the  coast 
line,  do  not  subdivide,  build  their  home*  and 
are  not  subject  ta  the  regulations  of  the 
land  Act  you  mention.

ON  or  about  Dominion  Day  there 
is  real  incentive  for  one  lo  turn 
back  the  odd  page  of  the  Canadian 
story,  particularly  of  those  chapter* 
which  deal  with  the  Maritime  Prov- 
inces. in  one  of  which  t Prince  Edward 
Island)  Confederation  was  consum- 
mated. Over  the  last  First  of  July, 
the  86th  anniversary  of  the  Do- 
minion's birth,  some  hours  were  well 
•pent  in  the  company  of  a book 
entitled  *'Cape  Breton  Illustrated".  It 
was  there  my  paternal  grandfather 
was  born,  his  father's  father  having 
set  down  some  roots  when  he  arrived 
on  the  Cape  Breton  coast  and  helped 
himself  to  a bit  of  land  on  Sydney 
Harbor  some  time  about  1740. 

Grandfather  Kelly  was  born  there 
about  1800  and  had  a lot  to  tell  con- 
cerning Cape  Breton  and  Its  story. 
It  was  a favorite  topic  of  the  grey- 
haired oldster,  especially  when  eager 
adolescents  would  assemble  on  a 
winter  evening  before  the  open  fir- 
place  in  the  fflg  house  on  the  hill  and 
absorb  what  he  could  relate  of  his 
own  experiences,  sa  well  as  pass  on 
the  word-of  mouth  accounts  he  had 
heard  his  own  grandfather  telL  Those 
stories  were  not  all  flavored  with 
milk  and  honey  garnishments,  par- 
ticularly the  period  of  the  American 
Revolution  and  its  aftermath. 


"Cape  Breton  Illustrated"  sketches 
the  story  of  Loulsburg  (Dunkirk  of 
America)  and  the  efforts  of  Sir 
William  Alexander  to  colonize  New 
Scotland  through  a brilliant  promo- 
tional scheme  after  the  King  had 
given  him  authority  to  divide  New 
Scotland  into  100  parcels  and  dispose 
of  them  with  (be  title  of  baronet  to 
purchasers  who  would  assist  with  the 
development  of  the  land  and  pay 
1200  sterling.  That  is  how  the 
baronets  of  New  Scotland  came  to  be 
created. 

Efforts  to  colonize  Cape  Breton 
directly  are  also  dealt  with  In  the 
book,  particularly  of  those  from 
Scotland,  who  found  much  in  the  hllG 
and  della  of  the  new  land  resembling 
the  Scottish  Highlands.  There  they 
stayed  and  reared  their  households 
to  good  purpose.  In  my  youthful 
days  the  people  of  Cabots  “Die" 
were  mainly  of  Highland  and  French 
stock,  getting  along  very  amicably 
together. 

But  enough  of  the  book  for  the 
present.  It  ierved  Its  purpose  in 
stimulating  the  memory  In  the  direc- 
tion of  a story  grandfather  used  to 
tell  about  the  end  of  the  "War  of 
independence"  when  the  I xiyaltsi* 
started  to  arrive  from  the  New 
England  States.  It  was  not  a pleamnt 
story,  but  was  always  told  without 
bitterness 


The  land  for  which  the  original 
Kelly  thereabouts  had  taken  a fancy 
was  something  to  be  proud  of  in 
more  ways  than  one.  A lot  of  im- 
provement* had  been  made  when  the 
business  of  locating  the  Loyally* 
began,  when  apparently  a "squatfT's 
right*"  were  Ignored;  fdr  wtily-nUly, 
the  homestead  was  presented  to  a 
family  from  Maine,  a family  which, 
after  a time,  yearned  for  the  old 
home  and  returned  there,  when  the 
grandfather  fortunately  had  enough 
money  to  buy  the  place  back  again. 
Nor  did  1 ever  hear  my  grand 
father  condemn  the  authorities  lor 
having  caused  the  family  so  mwh 
trouble.  He  was  that  kind  of  Irish- 
man and  never  tired  of  talking  about 
what  the  Mother  Country  had  done 
for  Canada.  Had  It  not  been  for  her 
consistent  helpfulness  along  the  year* 
this  land  of  ours  would  never  have 
attained  the  status  It  had  by  tier 
mid-eighties  of  the  last  century  and 
might  not  now  be  preening  Itself  for 
greater  achievement*  •*  a member  of 
»t«*  British  Commonwealth.  stilL  In 
the  minds  of  many,  the  hope  of  a 
free  world  God  save  the  Common 
wealth  and  it*  recently  consecrated 
Wueen.  ta  m mm  tfcf  prayer  of  many 
(i  nadiaiu. 


Reports  from  Ottawa 


THE  political  action  committee  of 
Aaron  Mosher's  Canadian  Con- 
gress of  Labor  likely  will  spend 
more  than  J50.- 
000  in  trying  to 
swing  the  work- 
ingman's vote  be 
hind  the  CCF  on 
August.  10. 

It's  claimed 
that  many  thou- 
sands of  union 
members  and 
their  families 
have  turned  to  E 
the  CCF  since  the  g 

CCL  first  en-  

dorsed  the  socialist  party*  program 
10  years  ago.  The  CCF  "popular 
vote."  which  in  1945  was  double 
what  It  had  been  in  1940,  supports 
this  claim. 

But  the  political  action  commit- 
tee's efforts  to  give  the  CCF  the 
solid  support  of  the  CCL's  370.0U) 
members  have  beeh  only  partly  suc- 
cessful Many  CCL  member*  still 
vole  for  the  other  parties,  despite 
moral  pressure  from  Mosher  and 
other  union  leaders  and  despite  CCF 
propaganda  injected  Into  union 
meetings. 

Moreover,  people  high  in  the  CCF 
organization  tell  me  that  the  CCF 
has  lost  some  support,  particularly 
among  farmers,  by  being  tagged  as 
the  official  party  of  organized  labor. 

If  It  really  were  that,  the  defection 
wouldn’t  be  to  important.  But  the 
CCL  la  the  only  labor  body  which 
has  endorsed  the  CCF.  The  Trade* 
and  Labor  Congress  of  Canada  <550.- 
000  members)  and  the  Canadian  and 
Catholic  Confederation  of  Labor 
<90.000  members)  have  remained 
aloof  from  political  action. 

a * * 

The  CCL's  political  action  com- 
mittee, patterned  after  the  PAC  of 
the  CIO  In  the  United  States,  em- 
brace* not  only  the  national  PAC,  but 
alao  political  action  committees  set 
up  by  the  CCL  labor  councils  and 
unions.  It  la  these  lower  level  PAC* 
which  do  the  actual  cooperating 


with  the  CCF  riding  organizations  to 
help  elect  CCF  candidates. 

PAC  canvasses  unions,  seeking 
volunteer  worker*  and  financial  con- 
tributions. In  the  1949  campaign 
PAC  asked  each  CCL  member  lor 
$1,  but  only  about  10  per  cent  of 
the  CCL  members  contributed.  This 
election  PAC  Is  trying  to  raise  a 
far  larger  amount  by  collecting  on 
the  installment  plan.  Each  CCL  mem- 
ber is  being  asked  to  give  10  cents 
a month  for  PAC.  Those  unions 
which  have  due*  checkoff  agreements 
with  employers  are  having  PAC's 
10  cents  deducted  from  pay  cheque*. 
In  other  rases,  shop  stewards  collect 
the  PAC  levy  when  they  collect  union 
dues. 

PAC  doesn’t  turn  the  money  over 
to  the  CCF.  It  spends  it'  as  it  sees 
fit.  to  promote  CCF  candidates'  In- 
terests. A local  PAC,  for  example, 
may  pay  the  candidate’s  $300  deposit, 
$>rlnl  and  distribute  literature,  or  buy 
radio  time  and  newspaper  space.

Continuation  of  CCL  support  Is 
more  to  the  CCF's  advanlsge  than 
to  the  CCL's  at  this  juncture  In  the 
party's  fortunes.  Thus  it  Is  pertinent 
to  ask  whether  the  CCF  cuts  Its 
cloth  to  suit  the  CCL— Just  as  one 
might  ssk  if  the  Liberals  and  Con- 
servatives draft  their  platform  with 
an  eye  to  those  who  contribute  to 
the  Grit  snd  Tory  campaign  funds. 

The  OCF  naturally  denies  that 
there  is  any  dictation  of  party  policy 
by  the  CCL  or  that  the  party's  po- 
sition on  issues  as  they  arise  in 
Influenced  by  Its  desire  to  remain 
Ir.  the  CCL's  good  graces.  The  Grits 
and  Tories  would  say  the  same  shout 
tnelr  campaign  fund  contributors. 

However.  It'a  a matter  of  record 
that  the  CCF  program  baa  been 
broadened  In  recent  years  to  appeal 
more  to  labor,  while  relatively  less 
emphasis  is  now  placed  on  agricul- 
tural matter*.  That  could  be  merely 
a reflection  of  the  party's  broader 
base.  But  It  rould  develop  Into  a 
situation  where  the  CCF  would  he 
toeing  Ihe  CCL  Hne»-which  wouldn't 
be  good  for  the  CCF.

T.  C.  A.  Hislop.  high  commissioner 
for  New  Zealand  in  Canada,  says  this 
la  not  true. 

New  Zealand's  I Jibor  Government 
In  1941  sbollshed  capital  punishment 
for  murder  and  substituted  life  Im- 


prisonment. That  was  the  law  until 
1950  when.  Labor  having  been 
defeated  and  a Conaervative  govern- 
ment having  taken  office,  the  death 
penalty  wa*  restored. 

Mr.  Hislop  tells  what  happened' 
"New  Zealand  figures  from  1941  to 
1950  showed  an  appreciable  annual 
increase  io  sentence*  for  murder  and 
attempted  murder.  Since  the  restora- 
tion of  the  death  penalty  In  1950  the 
number  of  sentence*  for  the  crime  of 
murder  ha*  fallen  appreciably."

THE  way  In  which  the  Korean 
truce  negotiations  have  been 
received  in  Europe  plus  European 
reactions  to  Gen- 
eral Ridgway's  re- 
port  on  the  -dm- 

pean  forces  as 
contrasted  with 
Russian  dem- 
onstrates that  de- 
fense lies  largely 
in  a state  of  mind. 

General  Ridg- 
way's  warning  U 
played  down  in 
the  European 
press,  which  is.  however,  filled  with 
n-ports  of  the  Korean  armistice  nego- 
tiations. thus  demonstrating  that 
Europeans  close  their  ears  to  all  fans 
urging  them  to  greater  defense  but 
open  them  wide  lo  news  that  falsely 
appears  to  make  defense  lewi  urgent. 

Negotiations  with  the  Soviets  are 
desirable  if  undertaken  from  a posi- 
tion of  atrnegth.  but  the  deterioration 
of  Western  unlly  and  morale  creates 
no  such  position. 

On  the  Continent  the  bulwark*  of 
American  policy- -the  De  Gasperi  and 
Adenauer  governments  — are  weak- 
ened; De  Gasperi  by  his  setback  m 
the  recent  elections.  Adenauer  by  the 
rising  tide  for  German  unification, 
demonstrated  by  the  East  German 
insurrection  and  West  German  re- 
action* to  it.  The  unification  issue 
cannot  Indefinitely  be  postponed. 
But  German  unification  cannot  be 
achieved  without  Russian  consent, 
and  the  West  can  hardly  win  consent 
for  a European  army  including 
German  forces.  Outside  Germany 
the  atmosphere  In  Europe.  Including 
Great  Britain,  bespeaks  the  spirit  of 
peace  at  any  price  as  it  does  in  the 
UN  regarding,  Korea. 

a a A 

Germans  contemplating  being  dis- 
posed of  for  the  sake  of  "peace" 
cannot  avoid  looking  at  Korea  where 
the  ally  has  become  the  "enemy". 
There  is  already  talk,  here  and  tn 
Europe — quiet  talk  but  in  not  un- 
important circles  — of  Chancellor 
Adenauer  being  a possible  "obstacle" 
to  a settlement-  like  Syngman  Rhee. 

The  United  States  hold*  out  for 
free  election*  In  all  zones.  Conceiv- 
ably the  Soviets  might  grant  this  — 
for  a price.  'Hie  question  is  what 
price  Ihe  West  can  afford  to  pay, 
morally  and  strategically. 

The  European  Defense  Community 
including  West  Germany  is  still  an 
idea,  not  a reality.  Never  enthusias- 
tically accepted  by  Great  Britain,  it 
has  been  consistently  sabotaged  oy 
France,  and  is  dying  In  Germany  of 
discouragement. 

The  realities  of  the  military  situa- 
tion and  the  prevailing  psychological 
defeatism  and  disunity  do  not  create 
a posture  of  strength  from  which  to 
hold  out  for  this  against  the  Soviet 
peace  offensive,  while  postponing  in- 
definitely the  liberation  of  East  (ier* 
many.  A year  and  a half  ago,  when 
the  Soviets  first  proposed  a four- 
power  conference  on  the  German 
question,  the  Western  Allies  were 
actually  stronger,  because  more  uni- 
fied. than  they  are  today.  It  »a 
entirely  unlikely  that  the  Soviets 
would  yield  on  this  basic  Issue  in 
return  for  a "Locarno"  to  protart 
Rusal*.

What  Ihe  Russians  want  Is  German 
"neutralization":  A Germany  with 
totally  inadequate  means  for  her  own 
protection,  "guaranteed"  by  signa- 
tures on  scraps  of  paper.  That  this 
is  their  aim  la  Indicated  by  the  fs<  t 
that  Russia's  East  German  hench- 
men have  already  announced  that 
they  were  reducing  the  East  German 
armed  force*. 

Such  a solution  would  reduce  tier- 
many  to  complete  Impotence  even 
over  her  internal  affairs.  It  would 
mean.  In  Ihe  not  so  long  run.  a total 
though  bloodless  Russian  victory 
over  the  whole  of  Europe. 

Yet  I am  frankly  afraid  that  Presi- 
dent Eisenhower  will  he  pressured 
by  France  and  Great  Britain  lo  accept 
such  a solution. 

There  la  only  one  acceptable  alter- 
native to  Germany  as  part  of  th* 
European  Defense  Community,  and 
that  ta  not  "neutralization."  le.. 
Impotence,  but  neutrality  in  tha 
Swi«*  sense:  armed  neutrality  a 
neutrality  able  in  protect  and  defend 

neutrality.

The  Ruaa  la  ns  could  bring  no  legi- 
timate arguments  against  such  a 
solution.  They  know  perfectly  well 
that  except  in  alliance  with  all 
Europe  and  Ihe  United  States,  Ger- 
many could  never  successfully  con- 
duct a war  against  the  Soviet  Union. 
A self  protective  neutral  status  would 
put  Germany  outside  any  milltaiy 
alliance. 

Genuine,  armed  neutrality  would 
be  s blow  in  hope*  for  a Unltrd 
Europe;  it  would  probably  not  be  to 

the  liking  of  the  French  -one  cannot 
Imagine  anything  reasonable  that 
would  lie.  But  neutralization  plus 
demilitarization  would  perpetuate  the 
i-os.  er  vacuum  which  is  the  cause  #»f 
the  crisis,  and  would  lead,  inexorably, 
lo  Ihe  surrender  of  the  West,  the 
isolation  of  th#  United  State*,  nr— 
lo  war.

The  State  claims  the  proposed 
dam  will  block  free  passage  of 
fish  down  the  river  and  result 
In  "almost  total  destruction”  of  I 
spawning  on  the  river.

questioned  the  right  of  the  FPC 
to  issue  the  license  since  the 
river  U internal,  non-navlgable 
and  does  not  affect  interstate 
e et  comiperce. 

The  FPC  said  it  has  Jurisdic- 
tion since  the  dam  will  be  built! 
on  land  belonging  to  the  United’ 
States  and  that  there  has  been 
adequate  provision  for  fish  con 
servation  made  by  another  dam 
and  spawning  reservoir  three 
miles  away. 

The  State  of  Washington  has 
asked  revocation  of  a license 
granted  the  City  of  Tacoma  to 
build  two  dams  at  Mossy  Rock 
and  Mayfield  on  the  Cowlitz 
River.

WASHINGTON  (API —The  Western  Big  Three 
foreign  ministers  are  reported  to  have  agreed  that  the 
Kremlin  purge  of  Lavrenty  Berta  might  herald  a tougher 
Russian  policy  toward  the  West. 

The  three  foreign  policy  chiefs  reached  this  tentative 
conclusion,  informed  officials  said,  at  their  first  meeting 
Friday. 

At  the  three-hour  *e*iston. 

State  Secretary  John  Foster 
Dulles,  acting  British  Foreign 
Secretary  the  Marques*  of 
I Salisbury,  and  French  Foreign 
| Minister  Georges  Bidault,  fo- 
cussed  their  attention  on  the 
1 reason  behind  Berta's  sudden 
I ouster.
